The local Seventh Day Adven- 


tist church has passed resolutions, 
remonstrating against proposed 
Snnday legislation now before the 
United States Senate in Congress 
in \Vashington. D. C. The reso- 
lutions were bncwght before the 
congregation by G. C. 
Quillin. 


153dt-r of the c-hun-h. and were 
passed unanimously. They read 
a^ follows: 


Whereas.—The Johnston Sun- 
day Bill, now pending in the 
Senate of the United States, 
is reliariotis in its character, 
in that it is designed tu fos- 
ter the religious observance of 
sunday. and. 
Whereas. 
the 
exemption 


clause attached to one of the 
<-ections or this bill indicates 
most clearly its 
reHsious 


Character, by exemption from 
the application of this sec- 
tion those who belong to a 
religious society which obser- 
ves some other day of the 
week than Sunday as a Sab- 
bath, and, 
Whereas, religion? legislation 
is contrary both to the spirit 
and letter of the Constitution 
of the United States, and if 
carried to its logical conclu- 


sion means a union of church 
and state, and the persecution 
of dissenters; therefore. 
Resolved, that we respectful- 
ly but earnestly, remonstrate 
against the passage of this 
bill, or any other bill requir- 
ing the observance of Sunday 
as a rest day which may come 
before the Senate. 
Similar resolutions were passed 


in every one of the 20(X) Seventh 
Day Adventi-t churches in 
the 


United States, tnus showing that 
about 70,000 members in this de- 
nomination alone are strongly op- 
posed to any kind of Sunday leg- 
islation. 


Elder G. C. Quillin said 
the 


reason Seventh Day Adventists 
are so vigorou-ly opposed to the 
-Johnston Sunday bill in Congress 
is because the passage of it would 
be the first step towards the union 
of church and state, which would 
ultimately bring persecution upon 
di-senters. It was stated 
that 


not only are Seventh Day Adven- 
tists opposed to Sunday legisla- 
tion, but also thousands of others 
who love relieions liberty. 


In giving further reasons why 


his denomination is opposed to 
Sunday legislation, Elder Quillin 


said: 


"Onr denomination has always 


stood for the entire separation of 
church and state, and has earnest- 
ly opposed all attempts at 
reli- 


gion-, legislation. 
Sunday laws 


we believe to be religious 
laws: 


therefore we are uncompromising- 
ly opposed to all legislation in be- 
half of Sunday observance. Sun- 
day is a religious institution; its 
observance i» a religious act; a 
law enforcing tiiat observance is 
a religious law; therefore we be- 
lieve it should not exist in this 
country. 
We would be uneom- 


promij-Sngly opposed to any legis- 
lation for the enforcement of the 
seventh day of the week. 
The 


Sabbath is a religious institution, 
and its observance i> a religions 
act. and from our standpoint it 
would be entirely wrong for the 


state to attempt any legislation 
for the obser\«sn'-e of the seventh 
d'jy 01" the \\.-i-k. Th" same may 
be said reirani ng baptism, pray- 
er, or any!nui!; «-lse pertaining to 
religion. 
We l«"lieve that Christ, 


the- founder <•)" tin- church, taught 
the complete -.pparation 
ol

ehurch from the -;ate; and thi-s. 
we believe, should lie the attitude
